great debut in the film industry) and he 
also appeared in TV shows, such as the 
famous TV series Dallas, He was offered a 
reat opportunity by NBC who wanted him 
for the TV movie To Young To Die a Ion 
with a very young Juliette Lewis who, in 
time, will become one of his most famous 
partners. His big chance arrived in 1991 

when he obtained the part of the thief- 
hitchhiker J.D. in the hit Thelma and 
Louise by Ridley Scott; his love scene with 
Geena Davis is something everybody in 
Hollywood will remember for a long time... 
From then on he specialized in ' bad guy" 
roles in the psychotic Kalifornia (again 
with Lewis) and in one of Tarantino's 
amazing films called True Romance. In the 
90's he landed the role in the memorable 
film Seven (1995), first "mega film" by his 
friend David Fincher, followed by Legends 
of the Fall, Sleepers and 12 Monkeys (and 

won his first Golden Globe for ' best sup* 

porting actor 1 '). Unfortunately his next 
film [Meet Joe Black with Anthony Hopkins) 
inspired little praise, but from then on Pitt 
doesn't skip a beat. In 2002 next up for 
Brad Pitt was The Snatch directed by Guy 

Ritchie (at the time Madonna s husband ) 
and then he joined the A-Iist ensemble cast 
including George Clooney and Matt Damon 
in the Steven Soderbergh's remake of the 
of the Rat Pack original Oceans Eleven, 
Ocean s 12 and Oceans 13.

The 
couple had a girl (Shiloh Nouvel Jolie-Pitt) 
and then the twins (Knox Leon Jolie-Pitt 
and Vivien ne Ma rcheline .fnlie-Piu) born in 
Nice, France, in the summer of 2008. In 
those years Brad starred in Babel, the film 
he considers "the best of his career" and 

the excellent The Assassination of Jesse 

James by the Coward Robert Ford earning 
Brad the Volpi Cup Award at the Venice 
Film Festival. In 2009 he obtained his sec- 
ond nomination for his role in The Curious 
Case of Benjamin Button (by Fincher) and 
his big blockbuster the amazing Inglorious 
Bastards by Quentin Tarantino where he 
played the mean lieutenant Aldo Raine. Is 
this all? Of course not, lately Brad also 
starred in The Tree Of Life written and 

directed by Terence Malick which chroni- 
cles the origins and meaning of life by way 
of a middle-aged man's childhood memo- 
ries of his family living in 1950s Texas. As 
far as I am concerned, he is absolutely 
amazing in this film and he will soon dou- 
ble his success in the ambitious The Lost

he word magic comes from the 
word magou a term used by the 
Greeks to define the priests of 
the tribe of Medi, that were then 
taken in by the Persian Empire. Wizards 
(or magi) were also priests of Babylon and 
Assyria where, as masters of occult sci- 
ences, they were also considered astrolo- 
gers, fortune-tellers and alchemists. The 
wizard was a person able to perform ritu- 
als to impose the will of men onto the 
forces of nature and control its mysteries. 
Given that, in most civilizations, there is 
a clear difference between white magic 
(used to do good and for the well-being of 
the community) and black magic (used 
for evil things and for destruction). 
People immediately also made a differ- 
ence between wizards and sorcerers, basi- 
cally between those who are on the good 
side and bad side of magic. An important 
detail: as strange as it may seem, witches 
at v not the female counterpart of wizards 
or magicians. They have a very different 
history and origin, even though they 
share some things in common such as 
the use of magic for different things. 
We will speak about them in one of our 
next issues. The wizard (male) stems 
from a sacred and institutional context, 
closely linked to the political and admin- 
istrative power of a community. He rep- 
resents the person that, unlike the com- 
munity, can live without mystic sacrifice 
and bend - or at least try to bend - God's 
will to his own.

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Furthermore, it is necessary to make 
another important distinction between 
the wizard and the shaman. The latter 
has always been a man of medicine, an 
intermediary between men and the 
gods, but almost always unintentionally, 
a mystical man who received the gift of 
being able to communicate with the 
spirits but who doesn't know the laws of 
man, though putting his gift to the serv- 
ice of the community. The shaman p 
unlike the wizard, is from a cultural and 
iconographic standpoint, an isolated 
and distant subject, who lives in faraway 
areas, difficult to reach. People go to 
him only in particular cases, whereas 
the wizard is a representative of the 
community and of power, perfectly inte- 
grated in society. 

Magic, of course has its own laws and 
rules and the wizard uses them as a natu-

are so "dangerous" they are a matter for 
a few lucky ones. 

Magic, in fact, is based on the acquisition 
of knowledge that allows the wizards to 
control the forces and vital energy that 
fill nature. To do it they require "specific 
senses" able to capture this energy and 
fix it in magic objects as seals, talismans, 
potions and enchantments. Magic, fur- 
thermore, is connected to the secret 
dimension of numbers and letters, as in 
the famous formula abracadabra which 
recalls the sacred number 365. 
Even though every population in the past 
had its own wizards, Egypt is considered 
the motherland of institutionalized 
magic, basically magic considered as a 
real official religion. It was called keka 
and it was believed that its rules were 
disclosed directly by Goddess Isis to her

I started my apprenticeship in 2006, but 
before then I did various jobs: worker, 
maintenance, gardening. It was in 2004 that 
I really stepped into the tattoo world, and 
I even bought some instruments. I started 
working from home, as most people do, 
but I realized it would be too difficult to 
learn by myself, so I started looking for an 
apprenticeship. 

IS IT TRUE THAT YOUR GREATEST MASTER 
IS PAUL BRANIFF? TELL ME SOMETHING 
ABOUT HIM... 

Paul was absolutely my mentor, as well as 



master as concerns tattooing. He certainly 
belongs to the "old school"! He experienced 
the changes of the sector, from the good 
old times when artists tattoed without using 
gloves, up to what it has become today. I 
really owe him a lot. Even though he is part 
of the old school, he is still up-to-date,,. 
He uses a Hawk haha! I worked as an 
apprentice for him for four years, just like 
in the old days, no short-cuts. And I thank 
him for this, because he made me a humble 
artist, with my feet on the ground. 

HOW WOULD YOU DESCRIBE YOUR 
TATTOO STYLE? TRY TO EXPLAIN IT USING 
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YOUR OWN WORDS, TRUE AND SPECIAL... 

Well, it is really difficult to describe 
my work, because I don't really have a 
particular "style". I always had a strong 
background based on realism, so I could say 
that I try to mix my pieces in portrait style 
with more neo-traditional elements. 



THE FEMALE SUBJECTS SEEM BASIC AND 
PREDOMINANT IN YOUR TATTOOS: WHY? 

I think that if you look in the past, the 
female figure has always been an important 
element in art. It is simply one of the ideas 
that will never pass in the tattoo world, and 
there is certainly a good reason for that.

TEARS? IS THERE A MEANING BEHIND 
THIS? 

Girls crying. ..To tell you the truth, dark 
eyes and make-up dripping come from an 
aesthetical perspective. I designed girls 
for years and I wanted to do something a 
bit different, I was very much influenced by 
Brian Viveros's pieces, 
think it is a good way to add a bit of 
dynamism to the simple face of a girl. So 
basically I got used to drawing tears every 
time I designed a girl, and now without 
tears and dark make-up the piece doesn't 
look complete.

The guys of Black Garden are fantastic, 
they are very simple people, with whom it 
is very nice to work, not to mention they 
are incredible artists! Usually we work 
together, we sit side by side and we draw

What I like best is combining realism 



with the neo-traditional style. Portraits of 
girls with more traditional elements like 
roses and any other thing that goes with 
the overall design... and skulls. I also like 
comics style tattoos a lot. If there is a style 
that I really don't like, it is the traditional 
one, and the traditional Japanese style, 
can draw in these styles too but with my 
realistic background it is really difficult for 
me to tattoo in the traditional style.

I came to a place where I felt so- 
called tattoo shops almost had nothing 
to do with tattooing remotely. They are 
strictly about business and I'm a terrible 
business person. I don't recommend this 
for anyone who hasn't been tattooing over 
ten years at Least. So to fall back in love 
with tattooing I dropped out of the tattoo 
scene for over a year to just tattoo and it 
worked! Now I have gone back to working 
at a shop with good friends where I have 
my own space and it's good. I am working 
from Independent Tattoo in Fenwick 
Island, Delaware about four miles from 
the Atlantic ocean.
